4. STERN ail® god that Jehnsea took hia to a Veterans Club in H&rle®, 
Now York City (this Bay b® the after-hours* club operated b y.AL 
MAMIN, a notorious narcotic violator, which operates under a Veterans 
CSF charter) where he introduced hi® to Heroin, Marihuana and my 1 
nitrite* STERN alleged that fro m D eeember 6 t© Beeember 10. 1911, he 
believes he was under the influence of these drugs* Pr ior to this* he 
alleged he never used any narcotics » Acceding to &TMM f JOHNSON told 
him while in Las Yogas his former wife, Emily, had become addicted to 
narcotics and incurred a debt amounting to ptO©* STERN paid JOHNSON 
this amount* A few days later JOHNSON claimed that Emily Jan# way 
MARSHALL incurred additional debts for narcotics amounting to #lBoo. 
STERN refused to pay this. JOHNSON told STERN that he had obtained 
$800 from Emily’s parents and STERN would have to pay the- additional 
#1000. STERN refused te pay this and as he felt this was an extortion 
through his lawyer Mr. Leon Haley, $21 - 5th Avenue, Hew fork City, 
reported the matter to the Federal Bureau of Investigation* 

5* In J anua ry 1954, Narcotic Agent George Londrih&s interviewed 
Jacques STERN at the offices of Mr. Lean Finley and elicited from 
STERN a story much the same as had been reported t© the Federal Bur- 
eau of Investigation* Agent LeMrihas determined that Jacques if MI 
was the son of Jacoues Lius STERN, a former Minister of Finance of 
France* The eldSrMMIcSmi tie! " suicide in lew fork City in 1949. 
The stern family is one ©f the most wealthy families In Europe, with 
extensive investments In the United States and Europe. It was deter- 
mined by Agent Lemdrihas that Jacques STERN was acquainted with many 
people in Cafe Society, who could be called * smart money” , who are 
either Involved in the underworld or acquainted with the higher 
echelon of the lew York underworld through their' patronage of the 
Golden Key dab in lew fork City owned by Vincent MgRIO. Agent 
Lendrihas contemplated the possibility of using Jacques STERN to 
introduce an undercover agent t© some of his friends acquainted with 
underworld figures* This was net done at the time of the interview 
because STERN was leaving for Mexico. 

6. It was necessary to interview Jacques STMI again to definitely 
determine if he ms the Jacques STEEN mentioned in the letter com- 
plaint from Cannes, France* It was determined that Jacques STERN 
resides at $22 Iasi 57th street. New fork, Hew fork with his mother, 
the Countess Mathilda Simone de LUfSSi, telephone MB 8 6419* 

7. Chi February 19, 1954 Agent Cusack telephoned Jacques STERN at 
his residence and arranged to met Mm at his lawyer’s office at 
4iOQ P.M. that afternoon. At 4s 00 P.M. that same date* Jacques 
STERN ms interviewed at the office of Finley and 'XdUienfthal, Ms

tine at Gap Antibes where he rented a Tills, and at Cannes and Haste 
Carl© where he visited friends# Be made frequent trips to the Betel 
Majestic, Bur La Groisett®, Cannes, fT&nee to see one Center ..IST OB- 
GQG£f who resided there# The latter is the sen ©f T nmMyBfjgHgogK f 
tWXate famous American pel© player and socialite.

Ih* STEM indicated a willingness t© cooperate with the authorities 
and stated he wild fee willing t© introduce a narcotic agent t© any- 
one te knew. Be could also prove very valuable- in identifying sue*- 

f acts both in the United States and Europe and possibly Mexico* His 
awyer, Mr. Llllienthal suggested that the agents have a talk with 
Mr. Leon Finley who is more familiar' with Jacques STERN* Be stated 
that he believes Mr * Finley would be happy to have STM cooperate 
with the agents* SIMM's assistance was not elicited at this time 
because te was returning to Mexico the following day* He stated te 
knows nothing of Mexico City, only Acapulco.
